It is now well known that many of those who 
publicly associate themselves with Searchlight 
often suffer as a result.

Chaney. Mr Chaney was at 
the time standing as a 
BNP candidate in Essex. 
Mr Chaney believes that 
as a direct result of the 
publication of the libellous 
leaflet his home was 
subjected to two arson 
attacks. In May of that 
year, Gerry Gable issued 
through his solicitors a 
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"Defence" to the claim in which he stated "I did not publish the 
leaflet". Gable then signed the document. 

The statement was a lie! 

This "Defence" was then entered as an accurate and truthful 
document to Romford County Court! 

At the hearing in Romford, Mrs Gable, the third defendant, 
had the case against her struck out (dismissed) and she was 
awarded costs against Mr Chaney. 

To what extent the lies entered by Mr Gable as evidence 
had on the Judgement is not known but, it is fact that Mr 
Gable submitted false evidence in a case that led to the 
acquittal of his wife!

Gable maintained this 
position for the best part of 
a year. Then, on the 10 th of 
March 2006, just before 
his libel case was due to 
be held at the High Court 
in London, an "Amended 
Defence" was entered in 
which the defendant 
effectively admitted his 
perjury! 

Section 52.2 of the 
Amended Defence states 
% is admitted that the 
Second Defendant (Gerry 
Gable) published the 
Leaflet". This confession is 
repeated in Section 56 
where it is stated "It is 
admitted that the Second 
Defendant published the 
Leaflet" and asked "That 
the reference to the Third 
Defendant (Mrs Gable) be 
struck from the section 
because the Claimant's 
claim against the Third 
Defendant had been struck 
out". 

Yes, the claim against 
Mrs Gable had been 
struck out on the basis 
of a lie submitted by her 
husband! 

The "Amended Defence" 
was signed by Gerry Gable 
as a "Statement of Truth". 
Did Gable know in 
advance that Mr Chaney 
had irrefutable evidence 
that Gerry Gable had 
indeed published the 
leaflet? We wonder! 



Four months later, on the 7 th of July 2006, Gable enters a 
third witness statement in which he confesses, "/ am a 
director of Searchlight Information Services and I together 
with SIS published the leaflet in respect of which these 
proceedings have been bought".

Defendants 



I, GERRY CABLE of 49 Herent Drive. Ilford, Essex. IG5 0H2 WILL SAY as follows: 



T. Gerry Gable, am z criminologist and a director of Searchlight Information Services Ltd 
(""SIS") and I together with SIS published the leaflet in respect of which tnesc proceed brigs 
have been brought ("the Leaflet"). A true copy of this leaflet is exhibited as exhibit "GG1". 
1 am duly authorised to make this witness statement of behalf of the Defendants. 

This is a claim for defamation brought by Sidney Chaney against myself (the Second 
Defendant) and SIS (the First Defendant). 

The Leaflet was published first to Essex Special Branch and the Essex Police Child 
Protection Team and then to local residents in the ward of Lee Chapel North ("the Ward") 
in Basildon. Lssex. This took place in the lead-up to the local government elections in Jun= 



Mr Chaney has launched an appeal in the High Court, 
claiming that all Judgements based on Gable's initial defence 
submission should be reheard; he is also considering 
reporting the blatant perjury to the police. Often the police 
add the charge of "Perverting the Course of Justice" to that of 
perjury. 

For some years now, courts have taken a dim view of 
defendants who commit perjury and a prison sentence of 
often the punishment. Jonathan Aitken, a former Tory MP 
was sentenced to 18 months in prison for lying during a libel 
trial, and the Tory Peer, Lord Archer, received a sentence of 
4 years imprisonment for similar conduct.

INVESTIGATE SEARCHLIGHTS 




Following complaints 
about Searchlight's 
interference in the recent 
local authority elections, 
the Electoral Commission 
have launched an 
investigation. 

Searchlight, along with
